California, where scientists employed 
the Chiron Corporation, research firm, 
actually seem proud that gotten 
yeast cells produce potentially market- 
able hormones making them believe 
about make yeast love. 

But no, not. fact, yeast cells 
the opposite sex, you will, are not 
even present. are two secretions, 
mating factors, yeast,” explains Dr. 
Thomas Sanders, the company’s scien- 
tific coordinator. upon what 
‘sex’ the cell is, they are the alpha factor 
and the factor. When cell 
encounters alpha cell [as boy meets 
girl], these secretions get them turned on, 
shall say, and prepare them for 
mating.” 

Trouble is, again, Chiron’s labs “the 
cells are all single genetic type.” 
single sex, they say. “We found ways 
fool the cells into thinking what 
wanted was the mating factor,” Sanders 
said. then excise from the yeast 
and replace with precursor that 
signals the cell produce the particular 
hormones want.” 

Thus those turned-on yeast cells are 
left hanging around the lab and turning 
out human insulin, epidermal growth 
factors, and other products that Sanders 
chose not mention. (“We have reason 
believe that several other firms are 
working this,” confided.) There are 
tremendous advantages here. Yeast does 
not contain any the toxins inherent in, 
and likely released by, the various 
bacteria with which other such firms 
have been dealing; and since yeast 
used baking and brewing, it’s plentiful 
and cheap.

ATTITUDE 


Gym, history, and civics are not the 
only subjects mandated state law 
for Massachusetts schoolchildren (News, 
March 29). The Commonwealth has long 
required that “instruction health 
education” given “all pupils all 
schools under public control,” excepting 
certain trade schools. Chapter 71, Section 
the Massachusetts General Laws 
quite explicit indicating what should 
included classroom health educa- 
tion among other things, the state re- 
quires instruction ecology, nutrition, 
physical fitness, dental health, alcohol- 
and drug-abuse prevention, and emo- 
tional development. 

The Commonwealth 
public school systems with maximum 
discretion providing health-education 
courses for “all pupils all schools 
under public control.” Unfortunately, 
most municipalities have decided 
little, anything, meeting health- 
education requirements. Long before the 
passage Proposition many schools 
were quietly dropping their health- 
education programs. 

The “savings” that Massachusetts 
schools enjoy today result 
eliminating gym and health education 
programs may back haunt tax- 
payers tomorrow. Currently, tax dollars 
are paying for about percent all 
medical care expenditures Massachu- 
setts. Much the chronic disease that 
burdens the medical-care system might 
prevented significantly reduced 
state and local government 
chose encourage health-promotion ac- 
tivities such gymnastics and smoking 
cessation. 

With medical-care costs increasing 
eight percent each year, can 
afford ignore prevention?

From the start, advocates for the homeless, the 
governor had evinced remarkably sophisticated 
understanding the problem. chose advisory- 
committee members that made the committee heavy 
“hands-on” field workers and light academics. 
reiterated each public appearance that ameliorat- 
ing homelessness meant more than simply opening 
dozen new soup kitchens. From the first, Dukakis 
seemed understand that homelessness embraced 
many profound subissues alcoholism, drug abuse, 
deinstitutionalization mental patients, unemploy- 
ment, wife and child abuse, and, course, the 
statewide shortage housing and promised 
address those issues well. Imagine the surprise 
those advocates when, after all their careful explana- 
tions, Dukakis refused endorse the one bill 
drafted Senate Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman Chester Atkins they believed would 
the most good. support its Dukakis said 
the Atkins bill, “but must make sure have the 
funds” implement it.

Johnston estimated that the 
total package would cost the state least $18 million 
more than Dukakis wants spend. Atkins, who

enough “make the difference between solvency and 
tax package.”

Dukakis’s initial enthusiasm help the homeless 
was matched only his commitment his local-aid 
program.

But this time the tax-cutters had turned the heat 
up. (Later, Dukakis would admit, don’t think 
anybody anticipated the reaction” the legislature’s vote 
provoked.) Incited the alternative headlines 
(TEN WHO TORPEDOED THE TAXPAYERS) and several 
hyperbolic talk-show hosts, public response was sure 
and swift. Barbara Anderson, the director Citizens 
for Limited Taxation (CLT), held press conference 
charge Dukakis with declaring war the taxpayers. 
Stepping into the fray was Senate Ways and Means 
Committee Chairman Atkins, who proposed com- 
promise had drafted with the help Anderson and 
Howard Foley the Massachusetts High Technology 
Council.

Michael Dukakis’s triumphant return from political 
obscurity taught the governor some very important 
lessons. learned that pragmatism works better than 
idealism for short-term political gain. learned that 
desirable broker differences; that muddling 
through preferable taking sides. learned that 
applying reason and logic difficult questions far 
neater than making value judgments. But what you 
when logic and reason fail? Then leader must turn 
his values, his essence, his purpose, for 
direction. what leader’s only essence logic 
and reason? 

Dukakis himself reminded throughout the 
campaign, there nothing particularly liberal 
conservative about his twin aims: competence and 
integrity.

Luther King Jr. was arrested with 
attempted desegregate At- 
lanta lunch counter.

labor the state penitentiary. 
Some King’s supporters, cor- 
rectly fearing for his life, quietly 
called upon candidate Kennedy 
for help.

Although King remained de- 
terminedly nonpartisan, 
thanked Kennedy for his help. 
But the Reverend Martin Luther 
“Daddy” King Sr. was not 
restrained. Speaking well- 
covered public rally, the elder 
King until then Nixon 
Republican announced, “If 
had suitcase full votes, 
take them all and place them 
Senator feet.” 

King didn’t have suitcase full 
votes something many 
his white counterparts across the 
South doubt always kept 
handy but did have some- 
thing even better: the ear the 
national black community. few

John Kennedy was declared the 
victor just over 119,000 votes. 
Some analysts claim was the

The guard 
had weapon give him, but 
did make “officer 
trouble” call for the injured cop, 
call that was responded on- 
duty Everett Richard 
Aiello and John Macauda. About 
4:30 a.m., according Macauda’s 
testimony, and Aiello arrived 
their cruiser find badly 
beaten and barely recognizable 
McLeod. The first thing McLeod 
did, according Macauda, was 
the the trunk the police 
cruiser and grab shotgun.

The jury convicted McLeod 
second-degree murder, which 
say they found him guilty 
causing Vincent Bordonaro’s 
death, acting with malice but 
without premeditation. More 
precisely, since was also con- 
victed assault and battery 
Bordonaro with deadly 
weapon, the jury concluded that 
had dealt least one the 
blows the head from which 
Bordonaro subsequently died. 

was also convicted as- 
saulting Mattuchio and King 
club owner Arthur Gut- 
tadauro. The jury 
testimony that cops shouting 
“Break his fucking legs” tortured 
Mattuchio that night, and testi- 
mony that McLeod dealt each 
the victims final blow the 
head. There was also testimony 
that McLeod punched Gut- 
tadauro breaking his 
glasses the second time. its 
verdicts, the jury can said 
have concluded, beyond 
reasonable doubt, that all these 
things occurred. The testimony 
about McLeod’s going for guns 
may have helped the jury estab- 
lish that McLeod acted with 
malice causing Bordonaro’s 
death.

was acquitted five counts 


assault (including intent 


murder) against three civilians, 
despite testimony least one 
those civilians. seems clear 
that the jury was weighing the 
testimony with real precision, 
even when believed the defen- 
dant guilty the most heinous 
act was charged with.

The jury convicted Aiello 
second-degree murder. also 
convicted him assaults with 
deadly weapons against Charles 
Dimino, the 21-year-old son 
the club’s manager, and against 
Charles Cella, the club’s bouncer. 
But found him not guilty 
other charges assault, at- 
tempted murder, and civil-rights 
violations, against 
dividuals. 

most intriguing about 
the Aiello verdicts, though, that 
the jury did not convict him 
assault and battery with deadly 
weapon against Bordonaro. 
Which say he’s guilty 
killing the man, but not laying 
stick him. How could this 
possible? 

possible, course, that the 
jury was error and never meant 
render such verdict. 
more likely that the jurors 
applied the principle joint 
enterprise 
against Aiello, After all, they had 
been told least two other 
officers that Aiello came out 
the room where the victims lay 
massively injured, and that 
was carrying bat. 
Moreover, the officers’ testimony 
was that Aiello led McLeod back 
toward the room, and assured his 
buddy the hearing witness 
that the victims were worse off 
than was. The jurors, seems, 
concluded that McLeod dealt 
Aiello didn’t. But they must also 
have concluded, beyond 
reasonable doubt, that Aiello 
instrumental 
McLeod’s opportunity 
Bordonaro, and was willing see 
the killing take place. this 
and this case alone, ap- 
parently the jury believed that 
the theory joint enterprise was 
germane. 


MACAUDA 


John Macauda, 30, had been 
Everett patrolman for five years 
the time the incident King 
the police cruiser driven 
Aiello, and arrest was 
made that night, would get the 
“collar.” Indeed, though was 
hardly senior man, police 
procedure dictated that would 
make decisions about persons 
taken into custody. hap- 
pened, one was booked 
went jail that night, but 
Macauda has steadfastly main- 
tained that Mattuchio and others 
the room ‘were told they were 
under arrest. 

The jury convicted Macauda 
manslaughter, and assault and 
battery with deadly weapon 
against Bordonaro. Clearly, the 
jurors were convinced that 
Macauda wielded stick against 
the man and had hand killing 
him. was convicted the 
basis testimony about his own 
actions and not some theory 
joint venture. Indeed, five wit- 
nesses, including fellow Everett 
patrolman Patrick McFeely, said 
they saw Macauda hit defense- 
less Bordonaro. There was 
getting around though, 
when took the witness stand 
his own defense, Macauda 
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maintained that never even 
saw Bordonaro the room. 
was weak link his defense. 
Nonetheless, the jury made im- 
portant distinctions about what 
did. convicting him 
manslaughter, the lowest degree 
homicide, the panel seems 
expressing conclusion that 
was not league with 
McLeod that acted way 
that contributed the death 
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Bordonaro, but did without the 
malice exhibited McLeod and 
Aiello. Moreover, the jury voted 
not convict him other 
assault and civil-rights charges, 
involving four other civilians. 


McCLUSKY 


William McClusky, 39, has 
been Everett patrolman since 
1975. and his partner, patrol- 
man Fred Warford, arrived 
King Arthur’s almost 
simultaneously with the cruiser 
carrying Aiello, Macauda, and 
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McLeod. According testimony 
other cops, McClusky helped 
break down the door Room 
209. But was accused much 
more. Indeed, was indicted for 
the murder Bordonaro and for 
other felonies, involving as- 
saulting and violating the civil 
rights individuals that room. 

When the jury 
McClusky was found innocent 
all charges. Two police officers 
testified against him, including 
his own partner, who told the 
jury that saw McClusky help 
escort McLeod into the room 
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after lull the brawl. could 
have been seen joint venturer 
with McLeod, Aiello apparent- 
was. Another officer who 
testified against him, Chelsea 
patrolman Robert Lewin, said 
saw McClusky whack” 
Bordonaro. But there was 
direct testimony that actually 
struck anyone. And the jury, 
seems, chose totally ignore his 
colleagues’s expressed and im- 
formance that night. short, the 
jury walked him out because 
could not find, beyond reason- 
able doubt, that had laid 
stick anyone. 


NADWORNY 


33, 
Michael Nadworny was not the 
oldest the cops stand trial, 
but there are indications that his 
eight years the force have 
made him hardened veteran. 
Though was not charged 
connection with Bordonaro’s 
death, was the only Chelsea 
officer charged with assaulting 
civilians. Indeed, stood trial 
assault and civil-rights-viola- 
tion charges. According testi- 
mony fellow police officers, 
Nadworny had bragged hitting

Trial Judge Robert Barton help- 
set the jury its hard road 
justice. His charge the panel, 
which delivered just under 
two hours stentorian soliloquy, 
was the longest and probably the 
most complex his career. Only 
fitting, course, for history- 
making trial that rewrote the 
record books number 
ways. His charge came some- 
steer across this troubled sea 
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standard stanzas the required 
exegesis the right pre- 
sumption innocence, the 
reliability eye-witness iden- 
tifications, and the doctrine 
reasonable doubt Barton also 
instructed the jury the finer 
points weighing evidence. 

Judging from the jury’s ver- 
dicts, crucial instruction was his 
definition the distinctions 
among murder the first and 
second degrees and man- 
slaughter. Murder one, Barton 
told the jury, was deliberate, 
premeditated” killing with “mal- 
ice aforethought” (in Massachu- 
setts, carries mandatory 
sentence life without parole). 
riddle, explained the jurors 
that “murder which does not 
appear murder the first 
degree murder the second 
degree” crime that carries the 
mandatory penalty life im- 
prisonment, with the possibility 
parole after years). 
explained that malice 
which includes anger, hatred, 
and revenge” and would cover 
injuries inflicted “without legal 
justification.” told the jurors 
that manslaughter, contrast, 
was unlawful killing one 
human being another without 
malice aforethought” crime for 
sentenced state prison for 
years). His example, which 
used explain the law 
provocation, 
pointed retrospect: “When 
police officer uses excessive force 
making valid arrest,” said, 
“and the use such force results 
the death person” that’s 
manslaughter. 

But perhaps the most impor- 
tant instruction with regard 
establishing culpability for the 
death Vincent Bordonaro con- 
cerned that principle law 
known “joint venture.” Barton 
explained the jury that defen- 
dants acting concert can, under 
certain criteria, held liable for 
one acts even though 


each defendant did not person- 


ally commit each act. person 
can defined “joint ven- 
turer” “shared mental 
commit the crime, 
“rendered aid furtherance 
the crime,” and rendered that 
assistance with the “intent” re- 
quired for the crime. 

There was, doubt, some 
befuddlement occasioned this 
on-the-spot crash course the 
law. help alleviate that, Barton 
had his charge typed into 66- 
page document and distributed 
the jury. But even before was 
reduced writing, the message 
charge was clear. 
the extent that the jurors would 
take their cues from him, 
wanted verdict that came from 
their heads, not from their darker 
emotional responses. 

The prosecution argued that all 
the cops were acting like thugs. 
The defense maintained that 
each and every one them was 
upright cop official busi- 
ness. seems have turned 
out, the jury bought neither 
proposition, not its entirety. 
For jurors who seemed pride 
themselves not taking the 
easy way out, that was sur- 
prise. They did the work set 
before them.

the way you look book covers 
and billboards, street signs and 
menus. least, after spent 
some time among calligraphers, 
found myself looking letters, 
not words admiring “o” 
here, “a” there. 

There are nearly 150 pieces 
calligraphic art, more than 
scribes, this show, which 
titled “Lettering Reserve.” The 
Lettering Arts Guild Boston 
(LAG) has assembled the largest 
exhibition calligraphic art ever 
shown Boston, and the show 
ought explode any notion that 
calligraphy anachronistic 
craft appropriate only for names 
awards and diplomas. The 
display includes works LAG 
members and nonmembers; 
works made with pens, brushes, 
pencils; works astonishing 
variety paper well silk 
and slate. One piece feet 
across. 

The earliest archaeological 
evidence writing, found 
among ruins Sumerian 
settlements the Fertile 
Crescent, approximately 5500 
years old. The letters you are 
reading are part derived from 
ancient Semitic letters. (The 
names the first two Hebrew 
letters, aleph and bet, suggest the 
source the word 
The Greeks borrowed from the 
Middle Eastern Phoenicians, and 
the Romans borrowed from the 
Greeks. recognize 
alphabet stone-carved letters 
strewn about the world the 
Roman Empire. 

During the reign 
Charlemagne the eighth 
century, the Carolingian 
minuscule (small letters) was 
incorporated into sacred texts. 
Letter forms used the first 
printing presses, the 14th 
century, are easily recognizable. 
But throughout history, the 
letters have been shaped and 
reshaped, designed and 
redesigned hundreds 
thousands hands. 

The modern history 
calligraphy (from the Greek 
words for beautiful writing) was 
succinctly summarized 
paragraph that appeared the 
London Times Literary 
Supplement 1965: art 
calligraphy has been twice killed 
stone dead mechanical 
invention and has twice found 
industry for the manual copying 
texts, was destroyed the 
printing press. essential 
tool commerce and finance, 
and evidence gentility, 
flourished for three centuries and 
was strangled the typewriter. 
its third and present lifetime 
stands with the fine arts, safe 
from any further technological 
threat.” But though modern 
practitioners calligraphy may 
think themselves graphic 
artists, the rest the visual-arts 
community has them pegged for 
craftspeople, and graphic 
designers who depend 
typography tend consider 
them quaint. 

The lineage modern Western 
calligraphers goes back 
William Morris, the 19th-century 
Romantic social critic whose arts- 
and-crafts revival challenged the 
ugly mass-produced 
commodities the industrial 
revolution. Now, culture full 
copying machines and typing 
and typesetting services, 
protest and alternative.

Generally, it’s easier for 
Westerners appreciate artistry 
unfamiliar alphabets. But 
LAG member Rich Lipton 
observes, “Our alphabet 
abstract too. all depends 
your point view.” Lipton one 
handful local people who 
earn their livelihood entirely 
from calligraphy. (Most serious 
calligraphers supplement their 
income with teaching, graphic- 
design work, and sometimes with 
entirely unrelated jobs.) Lipton 
has designed book covers for 
number publishing houses, 
menus for the Harvest 
restaurant, and logos for the 
Nantucket Review and WBUR- 
FM. But Lipton explains, 
scribes sometimes have create 
their own markets. 

Five years ago, the Fogg Art 
Museum advised the public its 
current exhibits means 
small, Letraset signs. Lipton 
volunteered his services (gratis 
first) the museum 
demonstrate how big, beautiful 
letters could enhance the 
announcements.

Like Lipton, Jonathan Kremer 
makes his living producing 
calligraphed works, and he, too, 
had create market albeit 
very different one for his 
work. Kremer letters almost 
exclusively the Hebrew 
alphabet, producing ketubot 
(traditional Jewish marriage 
contracts), wedding and bar 
mitzvah invitations, and 
exhibition pieces based 
Biblical passages. recently 
produced limited-edition series 
lithographed ketubot, with the 
idea that finely decorated and 
well calligraphed document can 
“both beautiful and 
affordable.” 

“As any kind art, there’s 
more bad than good work 
around,” says Kremer. “Basically, 
trying bring [popular] 
Hebrew calligraphy the 
standards Roman letters. The 
public for Hebrew calligraphy 
generally uneducated and 
unfortunately not very 
discerning. they get lot 
junk.”

Athletic Center, two 
fraternities were jocking 
game lob softball. Inside the 
building, the 34th Annual Massa- 
chusetts State Science Fair was 
under way. You could 
spectator either event and 
come away with the feeling that 
young people now are sensible, 
health-conscious, and curiously 
conventional. 

The fair April brought 
together more than 200 high 
school students whose projects 
had been selected best-of-school 
previous judgings. Each exhibitor 
received certificate and silver- 
plated pin for participating, and 
had chance being selected 
attend the International Science 
and Engineering Fair, Albu- 
querque this month. For most 
the ninth- 12th-graders from 
the state’s public and private 
schools, however, 
together was less contest than 
opportunity strut their 
scientific stuff. And number 
ways, what was strutted was 
surprising. 

Considering that most ac- 
counts have entered the age 
computers, for example, was 
amazing how few the projects 
view here made use those 
clever little machines perhaps 
total 227 projects. The most

popular illustrated some 
characteristics DNA. (This 


boosted interest showing 
Monty Python film its com- 
puter viewscreen.) fair official 
stated that there were, fact, 


more computer-related projects 
this year than ever before, but 
that many schools the state still 
didn’t have abundance 
hardware and those that did 
have still not been fully able 
integrate into the traditional 
science curriculum. 

Instead state-of-the-art com- 
puter projects, the bulk the 
exhibits were the sort that might 
easily have been found the 
first State Science Fair the 
34th. There were studies de- 
termine whether chlorine really 
does destroy all the bacteria 
water, observations 
about 
capacities Rhizobium 
leguminosarium and 
ties Escherichia coli mutate, 
and projects that sought an- 
swer questions like: “Is urinary 
scent used gerbils establish- 
ing Since many 
the visitors the fair were 
parents escorting kid two 
Saturday outing, these scientific 
projects were both nostalgic for 
the visiting parents and educa- 
tional for their kids. 

The projects that seemed most 
up-to-date tended pertain 
health issues. There were least 
seven exhibits the effects 
caffeine humans and animals, 
electrostatic precipitator that 
smoked cigarettes, and mod- 
estly 
parison the coli-killing 
ability Scope versus Lavoris. 
Perhaps the two most creative 
and crowd-pleasing exhibits 
this category, however, dealt 
with asbestos poisoning the 
public schools and with herpes. 

Teresa Spillane, 16-year-old 
junior Boston Latin, sent out

200 questionnaires the school’s 
alumni and got back enough 
returns establish that some 6.6 
percent these people had 
asbestos-related health problems 
higher percentage than 
among the population large 
statistically significant degree. 
She seemed take certain 
amount pride relating that 
her project findings, which also 
included the results examining 
pipe-coverings Boston Latin, 
had been passed 
officials. 

Spillane was busy during much 
the 
asbestos and its dangers with 
former Boston Latin pupils who 
were visiting the fair. Even busier 
was Rick Widmer, 15-year-old 
from Somerville High School, 
whose project was entitled “The 
effects acyclovir herpes.” 
Widmer, very articulate 10th 
grader, said became interested 
herpes because number his 
friends have had deal with the 
problem. his project, 
called around number 
medical institutions until 
found someone the Dana 
Farber Cancer Institute who of- 
fered help him with his re- 
search. 

After several months this 
project, Widmer has accumulated 
substantial body herpes lore. 
interesting watch this 
specialist dispensing his 
edge group adults, most 
them head taller than he, 
walk 
his exhibit and begin asking 
questions about symptoms and 
hoped-for cures. 

The same pragmatic bent that 
fair exhibitors displayed toward 


health matters was also evident 
their handling engineering 
projects. There 
nothing the fair concerned 
with space rocketry which 
seem bode well for 
NASA recruiters the future. 
And though there were two 
solar-collector projects the 
floor, and exhibit dealing with 
ethanol alternative fuel, one 
guess from this interest 
level that the world had just 
passed through decade 
energy shocks, that any more 
are forseen. Instead: con- 
tingency visionary scientific 
approaches, fair exhibitors 
focused 
types work. Two the best 
constructed exhibits, for instance, 
were seismograph and mono- 
rail powered magnetic levita- 
tion. 

this same vein was the 
automobile-in-a-wind-tunnel 
model, created Henry Phillips 
Marian Hill Catholic High 
School, Southbridge. This 
model featured car with felt 
pasties attached that measured 
how efficiently air was passing 
over the automobile’s surface. 
The exhibit also had belly plate, 
designed Phillips, which de- 
monstrated how the air resistance 
covering underside the 
way hood covers its top surface. 
Phillips claimed that putting 
spoilers rear end, the 
extra lift that belly plate would

add could counteracted, and 
that special insulation could 
solve the problems heat build- 
from muffler. 

the wake the recently 
released study the National 
Commission 
Education, which concluded that 
American secondary schools are 
disaster area general, and 
that gains science education 
made after the launching 
Sputnik have eroded fright- 
ening extent, would easy 
criticize event like the Massa- 
chusetts State Science Fair. The 
projects did not, after all, demon- 
strate awareness, among high 
school students one the 
recognized intellectual centers 
the country, the newest 
technologies. You didn’t see the 
kind high-tech equipment 
techniques here that are creating 
new industries, and that would 
necessary were anyone really 
take seriously President 
ideas about building fighting 
force space. 

What was obvious the fair, 
however, was the presence 
some very intelligent, curious 
and articulate students who real- 
understood the ideas with 
which they worked. These were 
people looking the world 
closest themselves and coming 
with solid ideas about real 
problems.

age heralded the National Week 
Prayer, one least three 
religion-related events that took 
place April turned into May. 
The National Week Prayer, 
sponsored One Nation Under 
God Inc. (let’s call ONUG), 
Virginia-based group, ran from 
April May National Day 
Prayer, proclaimed Presi- 
dent Reagan, was May and, 
locally, New England for Jesus 
rally was held Massachusetts 
for Jesus Inc., cousin ONUG, 
April and 30. All three are 
examples American civil re- 
ligion action. 

The manifestations the dif- 
ferent prayer days ranged from 
the ONUG press kit Day 
Prayer celebration Constitu- 
tion Hall. About 2000 people 
attended the two-day New Eng- 
land for Jesus rally. the second 
day the rally, held Boston 
Common, rally leaders asked 
participants turn toward the 
State House and raise their hands 
prayer for local government. 
There were two principal Day 
Prayer events Washington: 
prayer breakfast, attended 
about 400 political and religious 
leaders, and the “Celebration 
the National Day Prayer,” 
sponsored private commit- 
tee whose 
George Bush, Tip How- 


ard Baker, Edwin Meese, and 
John Sirica. President Reagan 
was more active last year’s Day 
Prayer, when used the day 
announce his support for 
proposed “prayer 
the Constitution; this year 
was San Antonio, pretending 
was not campaigning for re- 
election. 

What exactly “civil 
epitomized this sort 
events? Religion Ameri- 
ca” the title essay that 
appeared the winter, 1967, 
issue Daedalus. Written 
Robert Bellah, then professor 
truly seminal article 
academic study religion, 
spawning major new idea 
research and teach. Bellah 
referred not state-supported 
institution with its own buildings 
and clergy the Constitution 
prohibits that, course but 
rather pervasive idea that 
America God’s chosen land, 
idea that keeps 
pression all levels govern- 
ment. 

described civil religion, 
not Christian, even though 
most its proponents have been 
Christians various stripes. (It 
occasionally takes Christian 
overtones, particularly when the 
war dead are being discussed; 
major political leader has 
declared that Jesus died that 
America might live, but many 
have said that Americans have 
died that America might 
survive.) It’s not deism, deism 
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means belief that God made the 
world and then left run its 
own. It’s more like 
ethnicized Judaism: America 
chosen land which great 
things will happen; 
phrase, “our duty divine 
his will.” 

Indeed, civil religion’s most 
striking and most long-lasting 
feature the idea America 
the new Jerusalem. John 
Winthrop, first governor the 
Massachusetts Bay colony, 
echoed Old Testament descrip- 
tions Jerusalem even before 
the ship bringing him the New 
World docked. hoped, 
wrote, that the new American 
colony would City upon 
Hill.” The analogy has outlived 
Puritanism 
span: most recently the Biblical- 
laden phrase popped Den- 
nis Kearney’s Boston mayoral- 
candidacy kickoff. 

Bellah pointed out, Christian 
political leaders not choose 
Old Testament phraseology 
avoid offending Jews; they chose 
long before there were many 
Jews America offend, much 
less long before was common 
worry about offending them. 
Nowadays, leaders 
praise the diversity denomina- 
tions before homogenizing them 
into civil religion. 

There are two important ques- 
tions about Bellah’s concept 
civil religion. First, some question 
whether civil religion really ex- 
ists. America is, after all, the land 
denominationalism (by one

During the Civil War, 
President Lincoln told the nation, 
“Intoxicated with unbroken suc- 
cess, have become too self- 
sufficient feel the necessity 
redeeming the preserving grace, 
too proud pray the God that 
made us.” That sounds insightful, 
even profound. assuming 
office, President Truman, over- 
whelmed the death Roose- 
velt and the war problems facing 
him, asked the nation pray for 
him. That sounds touching. Pres- 
ident Reagan says, “Americans 
have shared special sense 
destiny nation dedicated 
under God the cause liberty 
for all men.” That sounds bogus. 
Civil religion more asset 
when demands self-examina- 
tion than when seeks make 
God partner our self-con- 
gratulation. 

for the relationship civil 
religion the First Amendment, 
the First Amendment. Many peo- 
ple say that the prohibition 
against “law respecting 
establishment was 
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intended simply keep the 
government from erecting 
state-financed church; think 
(particularly after having read 
earlier, rejected drafts that 
clause) that was designed 
much more than that. And yet, 
think that people should pray, 
and that the fate the nation and 
the decisions citizens and 
leaders are worth praying over. 
responsibility the churches 
but that has the objectionable 
implication that prayer not 
responsibility the unchurched. 
still worry about its seeming 
responsibility the ex- 
ecutive branch government. 

Private organizations like ON- 
and Massachusetts for Jesus 
have made prayer their responsi- 
bility. However, their agendas 
hardly seem appropriate all 
Americans. According Jim 
Gibney, coordinator the New 
England for Jesus rally (whom 
interviewed before the rally), 
“What are praying for this: 
guess would return for the 
Jewish people [the nation’s] 
Judeo-Christian 
not expecting per for the 
Jewish people come out and 
say that Jesus the Messiah.” But 
the name the rally is, after all, 
New England for Jesus. 

ONUG (which also sponsored 
the Washington for Jesus rally, 
May, 1980) suggested prayer 
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themes for six the days the 
National Week Prayer just 
concluded. These are unity, when 
the “body Christ” gathers 
poverty, with 
emphasis individual charity; 
national sin, including abortion, 
“alliances with enemies,” secular 
humanism, and “abundance 
idleness”; world peace, that 
the individual peace found 
through Jesus could become 
worldwide; the family 
which say married families 
which wives are “submissive 
their husbands” everything; 
and revival, like the kind that 
“has swept across the United 
States many times the past.” 
disturbing that 
National Week Prayer, whose 
logo depicts George Washington 
praying and whose agenda 
specific, gets confused with civil 
religion. It’s this kind con- 
fusion that makes civil religion 
appear narrow and divisive, 
liability rather than asset.

Italian Chardonnay has come long way

Currently, most chardonnay 
planted the northeastern cor- 
ner Italy, the regions 
Trentino-Alto Adige, the Veneto, 
and Fruili- Venezia Giulia (collec- 
tively known the Tre Venezie). 
This area’s topography and cool, 
sunny climate are especially well 
suited white wine grapes, and 
some Italy’s finest whites are 
produced here. The bulk 
production, though, remains light 
red wines. Currently the Tre 
Venezie focusing more atten- 
tion whites, investing heavily 
new plantings and equipment. 
Small and large cooperatives 
have played important role 
introducing new methods, and 
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most Italian (and foreign) wine 
critics now believe that the area 
has brilliant future 
whites wines. Other regions 
Italy are being planted 
chardonnay well, but produc- 
tion far has been limited. 
Fans French and California 
Chardonnays will probably 
surprised the north Italian 
versions. Producers the former 
areas usually use barrel fermenta- 
tion barrel aging (or both) 
give their wines greater depth 
flavor. The Italians have moved 


almost unanimously toward 
what has been called new-wave 
white wines that are light 


bodied, fresh, and fruity. fact, 
impossible talk about 
Italian Chardonnays, any 
other Italian whites, without talk- 
ing about the new winemaking 
technology. 

Until the 1960s, most Italian 
whites were anything but fresh 
and fruity. Dull colored and dull 
tasting, often sweet, they (like 
Italian reds) were popular among 
the natives but sneered 
everybody else. Many the 
faults those wines can 
traced traditional winemaking 


methods. White wines were 
fermented and usually aged 
wooden barrels. Although good 
and even great white wines can 
made this way, most are too 
fragile stand this treat- 
ment. slow, cool fermentation 
best for whites, but until 
recently there were really 
effective ways control 
temperature. Barrel fermentation 
often exposed the wine air, 
which causes oxidation and im- 
parts the dull taste. The extensive 
barrel aging often dictated 
custom resulted even more 
oxidation. addition, warm 
climate poses special problems. 
The grapes tend ripen fully 
and quickly, yielding wines with 
relatively low acid levels (acid 
gives white wine its zing). Add 
this the sloppiness much 
small-scale winemaking (Italians 
known for taking wine, 
especially white wine, very 
seriously), and it’s not surprising 
that much Italy’s white-wine 
production was undrinkable 
modern American standards. 
Winemaking has changed lot 
the past years, and popular 
taste has changed with it. Revol- 
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utionary new technology (much 
developed California) has 
enabled vintners produce 
fresh, crisp wines even under 
poor conditions. Essentially, this 
technology increases control over 
all steps the winemaking 
process protecting the wine from 
heat, air, and harmful bacteria. 
These new methods have been 
received enthusiastically Ital- 
ian winemakers who aim 
produce wine-that the “es- 
sence the grape,” clean and 
very fruity, with 
flavors. part the new 
techniques, the freshly picked 
grapes are hauled the winery, 
where they are crushed and 
separated from their skins 
soon possible. The juice 
often “cleaned up” with sulfur 
dioxide (an antiseptic tradition- 
ally used winemaking) kill 
off natural yeasts, and selected 
yeast strain introduced. The juice 
fermented sterile stainless- 
steel vats that protect from air. 
Temperature precisely con- 
trolled. After fermentation the 
wine clarified, using traditional 
racking (letting the sediments

Among the appetizers, Chef 
Chow showed skill with 
everything, from those all-impor- 
tant ribs those all-important 
Peking ravioli. The barbecued 
spareribs ($4.25) were rack 
seven meaty ones, greasy where 
they ought greasy, crispy 
where they ought crispy 
with aroma mingling hot por 
and garlic. 

The ravioli ($2.75) are more 
attractively priced: 
brought six oversized goodies 
The stuffing was heavy the 


ginger root; the soy-based dip- 
ping sauce was heavy the 
garlic. Even four-and-a-half- 
year-old guest liked these, and all 
planned eat was chicken 
fingers. 

Golden sesame chicken fingers 
($3.50) were outstanding. First 
all, the portion was about 
pieces chicken, done the 
usual yellow breading, but here 
dotted with black sesame seeds.

The good points were 
unusually broth 
and lingering hot and sour 
flavors. 

Main dishes were even more 
exciting. Szechuan orange beef 
($6.25) resembled the crispy beef 
Hsing-Hsing more than did 
most orange-flavored beef, but 
was great dish. Ultra-lean slices 
beef seemed have been 
marinated orange juice and 
spices, then deep-fried 
crispy, almost bacon-like 
and lucky red color. 

Peking five-flavored shrimp 
($7.25) had some the sweet, 
sour, and hot flavors similar 
dish Chef Chang’s, but here 
you got impressive portion, 
about large shrimp plus few 
water chestnuts and handsome 
presentation, deep-fried 
bowl egg-roll skin. There was 
bit breading the shrimp, but 
dull the barbecue flavor. 

Then the tangy and spicy green 
beans ($4.25). Ah, the tangy and 
spicy green beans. The important 
adjective neither tangy nor 
spicy but fresh. These were beans 
that tasted like beans, and re- 
minded that Chinese cooking, 
even where it’s spicy, natural- 
istic cuisine. The beans were 
cooked just until done, sautéed 


ground meat and few hot 
spices. 


And the Hunan crispy whole 
fish ($7.50). Another victory. The 
fish was served swimming up- 
right, with cherries for eyes. The 
chicken-finger kid ate the eyes. 
Kids are weird. The rest 
greedily stripped white mean off 
the sides and covered with 
sweet, hot, and savory sauce 
decorated with red and green 
peppers and mushrooms. The 
fish looked long and thin, like 
whiting, but tasted sweeter, like 
haddock. was nicely cooked 
throughout, and had few bones, 
whatever was. 

Chef Chow’s served the usual 
weak tea and fortune cookies. 

Service Chow’s, handled 
was just fine. Atmosphere loud, 
small room, but not 
smoky (apparently it’s the cul- 
tural choice Brookline 
Szechuanatics). simply deco- 
rated, plain wood paneling 
with few Chinese wall objects. 
The tables are wood-like For- 
mica, with only those Chinese 
zodiac place mats inhibit cross- 
cultural understanding. 

interesting point: New York 
has whole set linen-table- 
cloth, Side Chinese 
restaurants; don’t know why 
Boston gone for this form. 
just well, though, since our 
simply-decorated eating palaces 
usually have better food, and 
always have better prices.

Continued from page 
settle the bottom and drawing 
off the wine) or, these days, 
centrifuge. The wine aged 
stainless-steel glass containers 
and covered with blanket 
carbon dioxide keep air out. 
Aging kept minimum; the 
wine bottled just after 
becomes clear. Before bottling, 
the wine may further clarified 
fining filtering, and may 
stabilized pasteurization. 

maintain crispness (acidity) 
the wine, most Italian wine- 
makers prevent the natural proc- 
ess called secondary fermenta- 
tion. This fermentation, which 
most wines undergo spon- 
taneously after the first 
fermentation, converts the wine’s 
tart malic acid, which tastes like 
green apples, lactic acid, which 
milder. this process 
omitted, the wine will tarter. 
(Chardonnay commonly has 
apple-like taste, and the extra 
malic acid will accentuate this.) 
occasionally bottled wine will 
undergo some secondary fermen- 
tation, and the released carbon 
dioxide will make the wine bit 
fizzy. the bubbles are few and 
the wine tastes good, don’t worry 
about it.

Italian Chardonnays currently 
available Boston, say that 
both sides have point. Sure 
enough, the wines were fresh, 
light, and fruity, but many 
them were surprisingly soft, and 
only one had what consider 
Chardonnay character. This was 
from Furlan ($6.25), and had 
interesting herbal note the 
scent and good fruit and depth 
the taste. the others, bottles 
from Margherita ($7), Pojer 
Sandri ($6.50), and EnoFriulia 
($5.85) stood out. Those from 
Bollini ($5) and Plozner ($4.50) 
were sound and attractive, and 
the best value. The Zeni ($6.30) 
was pleasant but bit overpriced. 
Those from Kettmeir ($4), Tor- 
resella ($5), and Rotalvini ($4) 
were pleasant enough but undis- 
tinguished. The bottle from Cavit 
($5) was seriously marred 
sulfur, but other bottles 
Chardonnay from this wine- 
maker I’ve had have been okay. 
The only wine not from north- 
eastern Italy was 
($6.39), from Apulia, the far 
south. Thin and harsh, was the 
only disagreeable wine the 
group. 

All these wines were from 
the 1981 vintage except the 
Furlan and Cavit (1980) and the 
Zeni and Kettmeir (1982). Whole- 
salers are beginning change 
over the 1982s, which all 
reports are very similar the 
‘81s, though slightly rounder, less 
acidic, and 
scented. 

Italian whites still have poor 
image among many American 
wine drinkers, and can’t say that 
this sampling got 
excited. But perhaps are miss- 
ing the point. tend think 
Chardonnay not casual 
bottle, but its French Cali- 
sophisticated wine, with price 
match. Italian winemakers 
may not yet.have reached their 
goal putting the “essence 
the grape” into the bottle, but 
taken their own merits, these 
wines are quite decent. And 
Burton Anderson, respected 
writer specializing 
wines, suggests that future wines 
will better still: the newest 
trend among Italian winemakers 
for more depth flavor 
(even the expense delicacy). 
Vintners are selectively going 
back older techniques: giving 
the juice some contact with the 
skins add flavor, carefully 
selecting just the right yeast 
strain, and aging the wine for 
time wood. (Very heavily 
flavored wines are not likely 
development, though; the Italian 
taste favors freshness and 
restraint, and overwhelmingly 
prefers wines that well with 
food.) Those 
perimenting are small producers, 
and the added expense involved 
means that these wines are sure 
Chardonnays could become very 
interesting indeed.

processor (you could certainly 
use mortar and pestle you 
want) and blend 
got smooth liquid. Put 
the chicken big flat pan and 
pour the spiced mixture over it, 
prodding the meat you 
ensure that lot the sauce 
trickles into the cuts. Let the 
chicken sit the refrigerator for 
eight hours (overnight 
fine) turning the chicken pieces 
over from time time. (Note: 
sure cover the pan. you 
everything else the 
fridge will acquire interesting, 


but not necessarily appropriate 


flavor.) About hour and half 
before you want cook the 
chicken, start charcoal fire, 


adjust your grill about five 
inches above the coals, and take 
the chicken out the refriger- 
ator. 

When the coals have become 
covered with fine white ash, it’s 
time cook. Rub light coating 
oil the grill and set the 
chicken, slashed side up. Brush 
the chicken with the ghee. Turn 
the pieces over every minutes, 
brushing them with ghee each 
time. Cooking time is, alas, 
variable and difficult predict. 
Half hour should it, but 
best wait until the 
chicken very brown and test 
poking (cooked chicken feels 
stiffer than uncooked). 

rice pilaf and tossed green 
salad goes well with this, though 
Indian bread (chapti) and fruit 
seems more authentic alterna- 
tive. 

the way, rains (or you 
can’t get the charcoal going), you 
can cook this chicken your 
oven broiler. Place the pieces two 
three inches from the flame.

Indian clarified butter 

make ghee, need half 
pound sweet butter. Cut the 
butter into pieces and melt them 
slowly over low heat heavy 
saucepan.

Before the ascendancy the Righteous regime, 
Kilroy had been rock star; afterward, having 
already attempted legal test Righteous’s ban 
rock music, promoted illegal concert 
force court decision. Unfortunately, the gig 
erupted into riot that claimed the lives some 
Righteous’s minions, Kilroy was convicted 
the less politically touchy crime murder and 
locked for life. (This entire prologue appears 
the liner notes, not the album proper.) “Mr. 
Roboto,” Kilroy escapes subduing one the 
mechanical guards and disguising himself its 
metal skin. spends the rest the album 
preparing, with heavy-handed pleas like “Don’t 
Let meet with the leader the 
clandestine rock underground, guitar-struck 
youngster named Jonathan Chance who moons 
about with titles like “If Could Just Get Through 
This Night” while the smarmy Righteous 
delivering the word Metal Poisoning.” 
Actually, the two rebels never get together; 
they just keep preparing to. It’s nice plot far 
goes. 

Over the years, the three songwriters Styx 
have established distinct personas, and they 
exploit these make their albums sound like 
Quadrophenia without Pete Townshend.

Although experience has been 
the curatorial end museum work, 
his new position demands that large 
share .of time devoted the 
Institute’s financial health. Until now, 
the ICA, which has operating budget 
close $750,000, has existed 
annual fund-raising drives well 
income from admissions, grants, and 
corporate giving (the latter hovers 
around percent the budget). Aside 
from small trust left Nathaniel 
Saltonstall, early supporter, the ICA 
has never had any endowment speak 
of. recent years the deficit has 
remained what Ross calls manage- 
able level,” slightly less than five percent 
the operating costs. 

Within month after his arrival, 
however, Ross formed Futures Com- 
mittee, which included trustees and ad- 
hoc advisers like 
Steven Star and Harvard Business School 
strategist Michael Porter, consider the 
ICA’s long-range goals. “What 
been trying do,” says, with the 
enthusiasm first-year marketing 
student, “is develop business plan that 
makes sense according what our 
business is: basically educational 
service that deals the leisure market. 
What dealing with time, 
and trying generate share 
the time and money people will spend 
support their continuing education and 
the culture their city. difficult 
thing balance with level serious- 
ness and appropriate activity. But think 
it’s important; don’t want spend all 
energy continually putting out brush 
fires and fighting for survival. trying 
approach the ICA it’s small 
company.” 

Ross has also been working with 
Thaleia Schlesinger, the ICA’s director 
development, establish strong pres-

And yet was difficult take this 
improvisation seriously. admire Rosen- 
bach for letting know the extent 
blend naiveté and the avant-garde. 
this real but the 
admission made and 
watchful. When she stood front the 
Tree Knowledge, her fingers lightly 
tiptoeing toward her crotch, wanted 
exclaim, “You can’t better than 
wonder why Rosenbach didn’t choreo- 
graph her performance. that she 
considers the spontaneity her im- 
provisation sacrosanct? Certainly 
wasn’t for us. Her actions looked vague 
and precarious, she herself 
convinced that. the moves she was 
the ones she wanted.

But there more purely personal 
lesson, and one that may not have been 
intended, learned the sort 
transgression Rosenbach makes upon 
great art when, for instance, she. jux- 
taposes herself against Birth 
Venus. The voluptuous yet disciplined 
line the Venus warped Rosen- 
bach’s physical presence. But the eye still 
wishes receive the Venus fully, 
absorb the familiar and perhaps achieve 
greater understanding. The eye does 
not want the irruption flesh. And 
neither does the mind. Rosenbach sees 
the Venus icon patriarchal 
sensibility and its culture she has 
reason for putting herself there, for 
standing between. Her interpolation 
may not art, even good per- 
formance art, but proves one point: 
strain past Rosenbach seek the 
comfortable, time-honored image, are 
reminded how resist aesthetic 
change, how desire convert in- 
tellectual response into emotion, and 
how, even the name humanism (in 
this case feminism), are deeply 
unwilling vandalize past and perhaps 
dangerous beauty.

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True colors 


Testing Kodak’s new 
color-print films 


Clif Garboden 


here exist three primary 
colors red, green, and 
blue visible humans 

and from which all other colors 
can made. can perceive, 
distinguish, 
among millions and millons 
shades and intensities, yet most 
appreciation color only slightly 
more sophisticated than your 
average two-year-old’s. 
dlerhood, are taught spec- 
tronanalyze the 
gated splendor pigeonholing 
each hue see into six the 
seven standard chromatic mile- 
posts plus brown. What 
that? It’s red, orange, yellow, 
green, blue, purple, brown. 
What complex perceptual com- 
pensating employ for the sake 
our limited colorful vocabu- 
lary. And what psychological 
gymnastics execute order 
perceive sunlit reality impure 
light see beer yellow 
though it’s basked blue neon. 
know what look for; don’t 
know what want. Total ac- 
curacy? Verisimilitude? don’t 
study value-judge color when 
when look color prints. 
attractive not always 
accurate believable. The op- 
posite likewise true. With 
black-and-white prints, may 
ponder the accuracy ap- 


propriateness the gray scale.. 


But it’s black and white, it’s far 
from reality, accept the 
abstraction. With color, 
shake the idea that 
supposed show “true” 
colors. don’t want take the 
medium into account. expect 
faithful reproduction, and since 
color photography difficult and 
since over the years many 
color photo products have been 
awful, spend lot time 
being upset about our color 
pictures. 

It’s with all this mind that 
tested three the four new 
Kodak 35mm color-print films 
that hit the market April. 
Kodak has introduced entire 
family color Kodacolor 
100, 200, 400, and 1000. The 
numbers after the are the 
films’ ASA (ISO you progres- 
sive types) ratings. All four 
films feature newly developed 
color chemistry improved yel- 
low and blue couplers, and new 
development-inhibitor 
(DIR) technology. The new 
couplers affect the way the color- 
dye emulsion layers (14 them 
the 1000) act and interact; 
the object the couplers 
thin the yellow layer minimize 
emulsion and configure the 
blue produce more 
saturated colors when all part 
frame underexposed. The 
new DIR technology designed 
sharpen the image resolution 
where one color stops and anoth- 
begins (edge effects) the 
cleaner the break, the more detail 
fine-detailed areas like hair 
grass. The show-stealer the 
quartet, Kodacolor 1000, the 
company’s 
film, and uses flat tablet (T-grain) 
emulsion (the silver-halide grains 
are flat opposed pebble- 
like). All the films are for- 
mulated for C-41 processing. 

Before you believe any what 
follows, understand that tests 
were limited (24 frames per 
film), unscientific (no control 
shooting with current films, in- 
consistent lighting conditions), 
and admittedly inconclusive. 
was tryout. used the films the 
way the average amateur might. 


even bother haul out the 
hand-held meter, opting instead 
rely camera’s manually 
controlled 
tem and judgment. The tests 
were shot with 1969 Nikon 
FTN, Nikkor 50mm, 24mm, and 
105mm lenses, and Honeywell 
Pressmaster 880 automatic (man- 
ual-only bounce) strobe. 


Kodacolor 100 

Kodak says this the highest- 
ever made. is. the company 
had improved only 
slowest color film, would have 
accomplished lot. Shot direct 
sunlight, the film produces 
familiar effect rich, vibrant 
tones, the closest thing that 
idealized living color you'll find 
consumer work. Contrast 
not high, and some direct-sun 
shots actually appear flat 
lacking both the cloying redness 
and those glaring highlights that 


make direct-sun shooting bad 
idea the first place. Put 
black-and-white jargon, it’s the 
“perfect print” effect subjects 
washed bright light, not 
blasted it. (Deep-shadow 
background areas easily three 
stops away from the highlights 
drop featureless soft black, 
but always doped with respect- 
able tinge the background’s 
true color.) 


Shot shadow, the film 
produces less familiar and truly 
Deep- 
shadow detail stop stop-and- 
a-half away from the subject 
reading lets you count doghairs. 
And we're not talking about 
mush misty, underexposed 
false colors here either there 
broad and believable range 
colors recorded 
benches and bushes. The stuff 


mightily impressive. 

the down side, shooting 
winter landscapes, for example, 
can make you miss the sparkling 
highlights and phony rosiness 
you expect from slow color film. 
Frames shot the woods came 
out dull and murky. With some 
careful exposure compensation 
you might strike balance be- 
tween murk and washout, but

Minolta’s X-700 also has 
intriguing accessory that other 
camera maker yet offers the 
Multi-Function back, which 
doubles data-imprinting de- 
vice (it stamps each negative with 
the date and time when 
taken) and 
(read interval-o-meter). 

The intervalometer lets you 
program the camera 
pictures regular intervals, rang- 
ing from one second hours, 
minutes, seconds, and over 
specified period time (again, 
one second short 100 
hours). You could, for example, 
take photograph every 


minutes for three days, every 
seven seconds for hours. This 
device wil probably big hit 
with the 
graphers. 

Fujica’s AX-5’s ($290) differs 
from the abovementioned 
cameras offering program 
that biased toward maximizing 
depth field (small aperture) 
the expense shutter speed. 
This most useful dimly lit 
situations where often dif- 
ficult focus correctly, such 
the office party which they 
turn the lights out before igniting 
the cake.

Not outdone, both Canon 
automatic cameras, the Fujica 
AX-5 and the Minolta S-700, 
overleap this feature with their 
memory-lock buttons. With 
memory lock, you approach your 
backlit person, stick the camera 
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his face (being careful shield 
all extraneous light), take light 
reading, and press the memory- 
lock button. While holding the 
button down, step back and take 
the picture. The two Canon mod- 
els further refine this feature 
locking the button place, mak- 
ing two-fingered gymnastics un- 
necessary. 

you can see, automatic- 
exposure systems have been re- 
fined such degree that basic 
snapshooting quite anxiety- 
free. Photography instructors 
are thrown into the curious posi- 
tion owning less-sophisticated 
cameras than their students. 
Amateurs buying their 
35mm cameras are faced with 
100-page instruction manuals en- 
couraging them try dazzling 
super-effects. stunning the 
new technology is, however, 
there’s room for improvement.

Flash manufacturers have also 
joined the fray against all 
possible variables. Here the latest 
buzz word “dedicated.” 

the most consumer- 
grade strobes incorporated auto- 
exposure systems like those once 
available only some 
professional Automatic 
flash was invented the mid- 
company’s were the first popular- 
priced electronic-flash units 
offer the system. Auto-flash in- 
volves sensor that reads light 
(from the strobe 
source) reflected from subject 
the instant the flash fired. 
Miniaturized circuitry behind 
said sensor then cuts short the 
duration the flash when 
enough light has reached the 
sensor (and the film) make 
correct exposure. The early mod- 
els were programmed measure 
and control only one consistent 
exposure. The photographer 
compensated with f-stops de- 
pending film speed. the 
late ‘70s, consumer-grade elec- 
tronic-flash units like the Vivitar 
285 and the Sunpack 422 came 
with several automatic modes, 
giving the user choice several 
apertures for any given film 
speed. That consideration aside, 
auto-flash made possible for 
the photographer set his lens 
single f-stop and fire away 
anything near far. 

All exposures are fine, provid- 
ing the photographer doesn’t 
venture outside the prescribed 
mode. For example, ASA 100, 
the outer limit f-11 the 
Vivitar 285 feet.

What the newer dedicated 
flash units correct this 
problem incorporate 
through-the-lens (TTL) metering 
for their exposures.

When was exposed the SX-70 
camera, ignored the warnings the 
film boxes (those warnings say: “Cau- 
tion: not cut take apart pictures 
unexposed film small amount 
caustic paste may and began 
take the images apart. However Reuter, 
who wears rubber gloves when he’s 
dealing with the chemical compounds 
inside the Polaroid image, knew what 
wanted. was interested 
stripping,” technique which one 
strips out parts the photograph and 
replaces with acrylic paint other 
materials create new image inside 
the SX-70 square. 

The process emulsion stripping, 
which Reuter practiced for three years, 
intricate and time first, 
would shoot picture and remove the 
backing with razor knife; then 
would cut around the outline the main 
image and remove the excess emulsion, 
rounded the clear polyester frame. 
Finally would choose materials fill 
the blank areas various collage 
elements, acrylic paint, another SX-70 
image. decided paint any 
elements, painted the inside the 
picture using backward painting tech- 
niques: the details first, the middle 
ground second, and then the background 
just the opposite canvas painting. 
any event, his most successful pieces 
the end product resembles conven- 
tional Polaroid photograph that almost 
inexplicably contains the kind exotic 
juxtaposition one might find painting 
Man Ray René Magritte. 

Reuter worked these kinds 
images, and ones that demanded even 
more complicated procedures, for three 
years. Officials Polaroid were 
fascinated, and eagerly supported his 
work. this day, 
national photography collection, housed 
Amsterdam, contains over works 
Reuter. But Polaroid continued 
modify and improve its film, 
techniques became more difficult; the 
new chemical compounds stubbornly 
resisted his attempts manipulation. 

Soon, Reuter was working for Polaroid 
for the company, working

You don’t really know until 
the end the roll, and then, even 
it’s only few hours later, it’s pretty far 
removed from the experience.” 

Today, Reuter continues work 
instant photography; his artistic ap- 
proach has gotten even more subtle and 
technically sophisticated, including 
number larger formats 4x5, 8x10, 
and 20x24 and techniques such 
airbrushing. But the influence his early 
work with the SX-70 camera remains 
strong. experience with those early 
SX-70s really changed work,” 
says. one thing, moved into 
had never felt comfortable 
painting, but with the SX-70s felt very 
good about combining photography and 
painting.
